The capacitor is a relatively high impedance at HF 
and makes the antenna system almost impossible to 
match with an SWR of 1:1. Consequently, the coax acts 
as a transformer and the impedance the transmitter 
sees depends on the coax length. And with an SWR not 
equal to 1:1 and 50 ohm coax, it is impossible to get 
50 ohms at the transmitter. 


Solution: Attach a short piece of appropriate size 
wire from the magmount frame to the car body metal. 
Probably not what you wanted to hear. :-)

Did the Sprint with a new line-up of equipment to get my tubby station 
weight down. 


This time I bought a RS 8XAA battery holder, used my new and wonderful 
SST-20 with switch for both VariCaps, ear buds and my very light Whiterook 
straight key. Just over one pound on the postal computer scale, so had to 
claim 1.1 lbs. This is with some heavy cables, maybe I can use lighter 
cables..... is there a holder for AAA batteries, power is the heavy weight 
killer. 


20 meters was full of QRN and when it went long, QRM, but signals were 
pretty good to the far west. I was giving out my power as 1W, but I had set 
my SST-20 to under 1W with a fully charged gel cell and my OHR WM-1 was 
showing 0.7W with the 8XAA pack. 


I logged six contacts ranging from LA to OR, and when I couldn't hear any 
new stations, got two contacts with CQ's..... at 0.7Watts...... a first for me 
at this level of solar activity. 

So, I got better than 10 pts/lb the whole goal of the work to get the 
station weight down. 


This was a lot of fun for two hours in the late evening on the right 
coast....even if I spent the preceding week building equipment that would 
let me play with the "little guys". 

Only regret is that it is too late in the day to do it from my deck (without 
a misquito netted tent)....where I operate batttery powered using all my QRP 
rigs during the Summer, on a variety of temporary play antennas.

The matching sections isn't supposed to radiate -- it is 
supposed to be a transformer which matches 50 Ohm coax to a high 
impedance, end fed antenna. Technically speaking, a half-wave vertical 
doesn't really require radials. 


I built a 10M j-pole out of tubing and convinced myself it had a 
lower angle of radiation than a quarter wave vertical. I used it 
with a converted 11M transceiver on 10 AM, but eventually gave it up 
for a trap vertical which worked about as well and was a lot more 
convenient when it came time to change bands. 


Theoretically, the Rainbow Tuner performs the same function as the 
matching section on a j-pole. If you have a Rainbow tuner, try it with a 
16-foot radiator (for 10 SSB) and let us know how it works!

(I smoked my first NorCal40a then proceeded to do the 
same to the KC-1 I put in!. ...and i still have a Sprint II/30m that I never 
got to work). 

So folks...I highly recommend this as a first_kit. It was fun. It was short 
n sweet..and it worked (well maybe not the first time!). 


BTW...I notice that folks are answering my calls up freq..almost outta my 
bandpass. Is there a way to adjust the offset??

I no longer buy ni-cads for my HT's--just a case that will hold AA's and I 
use Renewals. They work very well in this application, and, as I posted 
before, with my Sierra at 2 watts. I find ni-cads to be expensive

not be much, if any, less expensive. But, they sure are a lot easier to deal 
with in many uses. This is especially so if you can use AA's with the small 
charger. The AA's recharge very quickly (like a couple of hours), and seem 
to last a good while. Remember, they are 1.5 volts too vs. 1.2 volts. PLUS, 
if you have a problem, or forget your spares, or whatever, you can pick up a 
fresh supply at the drugstore!

People have been using weed wacker line for making W6AAQ DK3 "screwdriver" 
antennas for a few years (again for those w/o a lathe). One limitation 

of this is that I have not been able to find long lengths of the 0.050" line 
typically used for 16 ga. wire (50 ft. is the longest length I have found 

of this gage of nylon) and I ended up splicing two pieces together (using heat 
to melt the ends of two 50' pieces, joining them and trimming the result 

when I was making my DK3 last winter). 


I also wrote the Co. that packaged the line to see if longer lengths were 
available but longer lengths were not available (through them). I am going 
to check out the 150 lbs test line to see if it comes close to the 0.050". 


Long lengths (i.e. 200 ft. or more) of the weed wacker line are available 

in 0.064" and 0.080" (i.e. 14 ga. and 12 ga. respectively). Here, the lines 
are often color coded w/ the 0.064" a blue line and the 0.080" orange. I have 
seen green lines but am not sure if that is also a 0.064". The 0.050" lines 
have been white.

One piece advice(?) on your mag mount hamstick: 


I have hamsticks mounted one at a time on the roof of my car withthe 3 magnet 
heavey duty mount. 


If I rely on the magnets and capacitive coupling to ground the base of the 
antenna to the car body the system isnt' as efficient. I took a strap from 
the mag mount itself and attached it with a sheet metal screw to the car 
body just inside the hatchback opening. Length of strap is perhaps 14 
inches. 


The differnce is noticable The tuning is sharper (the Q went up) and the 
lenghth of the stinger for resonance at a given frequency is different. I 
get out both on 20 M and on 40 M. 


Moral of the story, I think, is unless you're at VHF, don't trust the 
capacitive coupling to really make the bottom of your hamstick think its 
sitting on a ground or counterpoise made up of the car body. Use a real 
metal to metal connection, close to the mount. 


I think once you do this the resonant point for the stinger will be easier to 
see with the equipment you have. I use an MFJ 249 analyzer. 


According to Lakeview, the lenghth of the stinger should be pretty close to 


that shown on the graph that comes with the antenna. My experience is within 
an inch and a half.

I'm not sure about the etiquette on going in for a desired contact when it 
looks like someone who is trying is going to have to give up. Maybe someone 
can advise. 


As for me, if I'm struggling to get a return on 30 M with QRP power, and 
after a while another station throws in his call and the distant station 
answers him right away, I feel as though the distant sta couldn't hear me 
well enough anyway, so I should either raise power and try again or let the 
guy go. Not a big problem to me. At QRP not EVERYONE can hear you. 


If it's important to stay at QRP because of the conditions I'm investigating 
or it's a contest, or if everyone else is at QRP around there and my going 
QRO will raise the interference level then I have to take all that into 
consideration and not raise power. 


I've found that I learn something new about 30 M and my operating setup every 
time, whether I get a return or not. Since I don't really collect QSL cards, 
getting one or missing one is not a big deal. 


If you hear me trying to get someone and it doesn't seem to be working, go 
ahead and jump right in. 


I guess the only thing I'm adament about is if there's a contest and I 
represent points to a guy running a freq., and he won't slow down enough for 
me to get a clear copy of his report, then I won't give him anything but my 
call sign.

The proposed fee is to be 50.00 for ten years, not per year. Following is 
partial text of FCC proposed fee hike, which I understand WILL go into effect 
Sept. 6., 1997.

The FCC has proposed raising the fee for a vanity call sign from $30 to $50 
for the 10-year license term. The fee increase was 

among those included for all FCC-regulated services--including broadcasters

Proposed Rulemaking 97-49. Fee adjustments are an annual exercise for the 
FCC, which says it must calculate its fees to 

"recover the amount of regulatory fees that Congress has required it to 
collect in FY 1997." The FCC said the regulatory fees 

will recover the costs of enforcement, policy and rulemaking, international 
and user information activities for FY 1997, which 


began last October 1. 


"We are proposing that applicants for amateur vanity call signs will pay a $5 
annual fee per call sign, payable for an entire 

10-year license term at the time of application," the NPRM states. Under the 
proposal, all FCC-imposed $3 annual fees will 

increase to $5 per year, which is the lowest fee in the new schedule. The FCC 
said it anticipated 10,000 applications for vanity 

call signs in FY 1997.

I am running my coax into my house through a 3 inch PVC pipe with an elbow 
on the outside of the house (pointed down). I stuff some fiberglass 
insulation in around the coax on the outside of the house to keep critters 
where they belong (seems to work all the miller moths are in the house and 
none seem to be escaping to the outside). 


The problem I have in stringing new coax is the old ones seem to wind 
themselves around each other during the week so it is hard to push the new 
one through. I'm thinking of going to a larger pipe. I have not glued my 
pipes together at the bends so I can pull the wire through the straight 


sections the feed it through the bends. 


One caution - I read, I believe it was the Tower Talk list, about melting 
the coating off the coax while people were in the process of pulling new 
coax through tight spaces. It was suggested that all the old coax be 
pulled out each time a new piece was added and all the coax be pulled back 
through together.

What I find interesting about this discussion is that, rarely, is frequency 
mentioned. I assume that Zack would not think a 5 wavelength vee was a 
particularly high gain antenna where he hangs out. On the other hand, on 
160M, that would be considered a killer.

To me, the folk on this list like LB, Cecil, and many others, throw out a 
variety of ideas that we should all add to our antenna vocabulary such that 
when we evaluate a specific set of needs, i.e., upcoming Fox season, we have 
more ideas to chose from. Going back to Ed's comment, I think we would all 
like to put out the greatest ERP in the direction(s) we want in any given 
situation, whether mobile, or drooling over W6AM's array of 120' poles on the 


top of Palos Verdes, CA. (Now removed) 


Sure, we all get envious when someone like Randy operates with stacked arrays, 
but is it wrong for QRP? Not in my opinion--unless there is a contest that 
attempts to level the playing field with antennas, say, everyone must use a 
SLV mounted on the ground w/4 radials, trying to improve your ERP to meet your 
needs is what hamming is all about.
